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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Remarks 

1 . The Office Action has been made issued in response to amendment filed 
December 1, 2008. Claims 1-33 are pending. Applicant's arguments have been 
carefully and respectfully considered in light of the instant amendment, and are not 
persuasive. Accordingly, this action has been made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC section $ 11 2 

On page 12 of the response. Applicant argued that the claims recite obtaining 
graphic information from a first mail piece and physically sorting a second mail piece 
based on the graphical information of the first mail piece, however, the Examiner 
disagrees. The claims instead recite evaluating graphic information found on mail 
pieces, to obtain a first results, but does not specifically refer to a first mail piece. 
Applicant further argues that the claims recite sorting the second mail pieces was based 
on information found on the first mail piece. However, the claim does not recite 
obtaining graphic information from a first mail piece. Applicant further argued that if the 
graphical information from the first mail piece lack franking information or has incorrect 
franking information, the database is checked to determine whether the incorrect or 
missing franking indicates fraud by comparing the graphical data from the first mail 
piece to know fraudulent graphical information in the database and if a match is found, 
the database is updated. However, the claims clearly states that the database is

augmenting with additional sorting features based on the first result, not information 
found on the first mail piece. Therefore, Applicant arguments are groundless, since the 
features Applicant is discussing are not found in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person sl<illed in the 
art to which It pertains, or with which It Is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the Inventor of carrying out his Invention. 

3. Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The subject matter of claims 1 and 28 is directed to sorting mail pieces. 
However, it is unclear as to how a second mail piece is sorted using information 
extracted from a first mail piece. Therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art would not 
have been able to practice the invention without undue experimentation and burden. 

Claims 2-27 and 29-33 are being rejected as incorporating the deficiencies of the 
claim upon which each respective claim depends.
